Water 

Election 

Tuesday 

Sierra Madreans will go to 
the polls Tuesday, July 21, 
to decide whether wo should 
Join a four-city water district 
which would include Azusa, 
Alhambra and Monterey 
Park. 

Formation of the district, 
which has the backing of city 
councilmon and the Chambtu' 
of Commerce, is expected to 
enable Sierra Madre to stay 
out of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Water District and the 
Metropolitan District. 

Locally, the district has 
been opposed by those who 
believe Sierra Madre should 
remain independent of all 
districts. Proponents argue 
that this city could not pos¬ 
sibly remain aloof, and that 
the four-city district would 
be the lesser of two evils. 

IN A STATEMENT released 
yesterday by Lawrence C. 
Bevington, temporary admin¬ 
istrator of the proposed dis¬ 
trict, it was argued: 

1. The district will help 
protect the water rights of 
the four cities from attack 
by outside groups. 

2. The district will save to 
the taxpayers of these four 
cities the cost of paying Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District taxes 
(approximately 40 cents per 

.$100 of assessed valuation) 
or. any special taxes by other 
districts or special interest 
groups. 

3. The disitrict will form a 
center around which the four 
cities can negotiate for water 
from northern California 
(the Feather River Plan) or 
any other source including 
salt water conversion. 

MR. BEVINGTON, who is 

also Sierra Madre’s city ad¬ 
ministrator, said that the 
present lawsuit filed by Long 
Beach was not brought about 
by the proposed formation of 
the four-city district. 

"In fact," he said, "it 
has been threatened for 
years and has been in 
preparation since 1956. The 
suit has not been filed 
against any of the lour 
cities (Sierra Madre was 
not named in the suit), 
but is against all the water 
producers in the valley." 

If the now district is ap¬ 
proved, it is estimated that 
a tax levy of approximately 
2 cents per $100 will be levied 
to pay for its administration.

Employment 
Total Shows 
5% Rise 

Total employment in the 
Los Angeles - Long Beach - 
Orange County area rose by 
16,600 from the May level to 
2,592,900 in June, and .set a 
new record for the second 
consecutive month, John E. 
Carr, director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Employment, said 
yesterday. 

The June employment fig¬ 
ure exceeds that for June of 
last year by 121,200 or 5 per 
cent. All major industry 
groups, except agriculture 
and mining, shared in the 
year - to - year employment 
growth. 

The manufacturing divi¬ 
sion, led by the durable goods 
segment, showed the largest 
relative increase. Because of 
the summer additions to the 
labor force, the number of 
unemployed did not change 
appreciably in the past 
month. The number of Job¬ 
less workers was almost one- 
third less than in June, 1958.

Editorial 

Why Vote Yes . . . 

Next Tuesday—.July 21—Sierra Madreans will 
decide wliether we should join a four-city water 
district or. if we can, remain independent. 

The lack qf enthusiasm has been deafening. 
Among the general public, there seems to be little 
interest. The Chamber of Commerce, after .squirming 
uneasily, voted reluctantly to support the city’s 
position, the professional “ag’iners” are naturally 
ofiposed, and several thoughiful citizens are wonder¬ 
ing why Sierra Madre should join when we could 
for years run our own w'ater department adequately 
without outside help and without additional taxation. 

IF, INUEKD, Sierra Madre could remain inde¬ 
pendent from all water districts, that. I’m sure, 
would be the proper cour.se. It’s apparent that city 
coimcilmen are of the same opinion. So, I believe, 
is the city administrator. 

But it seems equally clear that Sierra Madre 
would have an almost impossible time staying aloof. 
The Upper San Gabriel Valley District, now “in its 
formative stage, emphatically informed Sierra Madre 
that we would not be excluded from its boundaries. 

If forced to join the San Gabriel Valley District, 
our share of the load would. I’m sure, be consider¬ 
ably greater than the estimated 2 cents per hundred 
it will cost us in the four-city district. 

Rut inclusion in the water fortunes of the San 
Gabriel Valley would have only been the starting 
point. We would have soon been forced into tlte 
Metropolitan District—with the approval of most of 
the water hungry San Gabriel Valley—and would 
then be obliged to pay $400,000 in back taxes plus 
interest. The total amount has been estimated at 
$800,000. In addition, of course, we would have to 
pay the normal fee to support the Metropolitan 
District. 

WE TOOK, I believe, the only sensible alterna¬ 
tive. We, along with Azusa, Alhambra and Monterey 
Park, circulated petitions, acquired sufficient signa¬ 
tures and scheduled an election to form a separate 
district. 

Under stale law, one water district cannot annex 
another without approval of the voters in the district 
to be annexed. 

The four-city district will be one of convenience 
only. None of the other three cities will be able to 
interfere with our water supply or to tamper with 
our method of acquiring and distributing it. 

We will have to pay a small .tax to support the 
administration of the district. This can be considered 
a form of insurance and it’s pretty cheap at the price.

The dead cliild, who was 
hurled from one of the cars 
rammed by the huge bus, is 
Corrine Matson, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Don Eddy, 646 
Orange Dr. Her brother, Dan¬ 
ny, 6, was treated for minor 
injuries, Eddy formerly was 
a patrolman on the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 

Mrs. Sally Matson Eddy, 
mother of the girl, collapsed 
in a hospital waiting room 
and was placed under seda¬ 
tives. 

CORRINE, Danny and a 
baby sitter, Judy Cowgill, 20, 
of 3()!)',2 E. California St., 
Arcadia, weie in the parked 
c.ir when the bus rolled 
through the intersection at 
Santa Anita Ave. and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. at 55 miles an 
liour. 

The Catholic Youth Organ¬ 
ization bus, loaded with 94 
Ixjy campers and counselors, 
smaslK'd into throe cars be¬ 
fore it overturned. Twenty- 
seven boys were treated for 
cuts and bruises at Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital, but mir¬ 
aculously none suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

'The bus first smashed into 
Miss Cowgill’s car from the 
rear, hurling the little Mat- 
son girl into the street, and 
then liit a car driven by Ed¬ 
ward DiBias, 14.30 N, Edge- 
cliff Ave., Pasadena. 

The DiBias car was knocked 
across a 40-foot-wido traffic 
island into a car driven by 
Mrs. Verne Roe, 1844 Anita 
Crest, Arcadia. 

The bus followed the Di¬ 
Bias car across the traffic 
island and overturned on top 
of a parked car owned by 
Miss Dorather Woodson, 
2700 California St., Arcadia. 

MISS COWGILL was lios- 
pitalized for shock and inter¬ 
nal injuries, and Mrs. Roe 
suffered minor injuries. Di¬ 
Bias is in the hospital with 
a broken back. 

Bus driver Brady Bolt, 29, 
of 1277 W. 37th PI., Los Ange¬ 
les, said his air brakes failed 
as he approached Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. after rolling down 
the steep grade on Santa 
Anita Ave.

Seeks New 
Rate Hike 

An application to increase 
basic telephone charges in 
this area was filed with the 
Public Utilities Commission 
July 13 by the California 
Water & Telephone Co. 

General Manager Peter A. 
Nenzel announced that for a 
great percentage of his com¬ 
pany’s sub.scribers the in¬ 
crease would amount to only 
30 cents a month. 'Ihe tele¬ 
phone company is requesting 
rate adjustments that would 
increase total annual reve¬ 
nues by $1,292,000. 

THE INCREASE is neces¬ 
sary, Nenzel contends, be¬ 
cause the present rates, set 
by the commission early this 
year, will not produce the 
rale of return the commis¬ 
sion had previously estimated 
and stated as reasonable. 

He pointed out that his 
company has expended over 
$40,000,000 during the past 
five years in order to meet 
demands for new and im¬ 
proved service throughout 
the areas in which California 
Water & Telephone Co. oper¬ 
ates. 

This demand for expansion 
capital is still continuing, 
and the company will add 
another $10,000,0(X) this year 
in new plant facilities in the 
telephone service areas.

Now if your answer is posi¬ 
tive to the obove questions 
then by all means keep your 
present set and get it re¬ 
paired. Let’s face it. The tele¬ 
vision sets they build now are 
not the quality of the past 
years and every year the 
quality of the new sots are 
going down to reduce ttie 
price. Do you know of any¬ 
thing else that every year 
gets cheaper in price and 
stays the same or increases 
in quality? Not in television 
either. 

If you are going to keep 
your television and it needs 
repair don’t just patch it up 
for tlicn is when you are go¬ 
ing to keep spending money 
in smaller sums but much, 
much more often. It is best 
to get the set overhauled 
good. This will not eliminate 
future troubles but will make 
them less costly and less fre¬ 
quent. I would wager to say 
that an old set that has liad 
a good overhauling will give 
you just as good service as a 
new set keeping in mind that 
the new sets from time to 
time give troubles. 

The major difference be¬ 
tween the older sets and the 
new sets is that in the older 
sets they put in parts that 
were not necessary to put a 
picture on the screen but to 
hold part of the load to make 
the set last longer. In this 
day of mass production it is 
necessary for people to buy 
products more frequently,' 
thereby the manufacturer 
will not make them to last 
too long so that you will pur¬ 
chase a new one sooner. 

This is good for economy 
because it keeps people work¬ 
ing and you can’t fight prog¬ 
ress if this is progress but 
we can hold the reins on it 
so that it won’t get out of 
hand. '
